This Negro cult, which has been reported as active in many sections of 
the country, shows strong traces of Japanese influence, and is known to have 
influenced its members to refuse to comply with the provisions of the Selec- 
tive Service Act because of their“"Sohammedan Religion." Meetings of the 
organisation, which restricts its membership to members of the so-called 
darker races, are known to have been held at the homes of Japanese nationals. 


Generally taught doctrines of the order are that its members are not 
Negroes but Lioorish Americans, entitled to full rights and privileges of any 
American without the slightest racial discrimineztion, and that the Negro 
should favor the Japanese cause because a Japanese victory would insure for 
the Negro complete equality with other races. 


The actual degree of Japanese instigation in the origin and teachings of 
this orgenizetion remain uncertain. MIMO DE“ONzZiA", known to have heen an 
active propeganda egcent for Japan among the Megroes of this country, hes said 
that the movement is petterned upon th®"PACTFIC NOVELE!T OF THE EASTERN WORLD 
and thet its ectivities cre very pro-Jepenese.

MOURT SH SCIECE TEMPLE cmong them. He stated, however, that the &.URISP 
SC’ ENCE TEIPLE CHURCH wes identical in philosophy and purpose with such pro- 
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Japanese groupe as the PACIFIC MOVEMENT O° THE EASTERN WORLD, the“OMNARD - 
MOVEENT OF A'ERICA, and the-BTHIOPIAN PEACE MOVEMENT. le stated that aj) 
these organisations wore opérnating for the purpose of migra 
Liberia and establishing a government there, but that the Japanese 
trated such movements anc promoted pro-Japanese propaganda therein. 


In this connection, a recent report indicates thet the MUORISH SCIENCE 
TELE Of AMCTICA is connected with and believed to be the sane as tho pro- 
Japenese TEMPLE oF ISL: in Detroit, Michigan, and is functioning in close 
cooperation with the Jcpanesz-inspired DEVELOPMENT OF OR OW. 


The XOORISH SCTEICE TELE OF AMERICA is said to heve boen orgnunised in 
Chicago in 1925 by a Worth Carolina Mogro named TI » known variously . 
es NOBLE DRC! 41, PRUPHET-DREW ALI, and NOBLE-DREZ-ALLAN. Associated with 
him in its founding was fn Negro who called himself MOHAMMED BEY. The organ- 
isation was incorporated in Cook County, Illinois, in 1928, at which tine 
PROPHET NOBLE J ALI was stetad to bs the troasurer of the temple. Other 
officers then rggistered were L.-BAR'ES, C.-HIGHBA'KOH, ALRERP-OTRICT LAPD, 
and CeTRTMW/REY. In 1928, the order hed an ostimted membership of 15,000. 
Since that date, the organigsstion's activities have been marked by c 
eble rivalry among its le-dership, in one incident of which NOBLE DREW ALI 
is said to hve succumbed to a terrific beating and died. At present, 
following individurls are reported to rugard themselves »s the true 
to the prophet, and maintain ingividusl orgenisitions: CH\RLDS-ETRAMA 9 
‘WRHODES BL, GIVEUS EL, Jv°S: PEL, DELI*-2L.

Though scmi-lit.ratc, hoe possosscd an cloguont tonguc, 
Q& persuasive manncr, ond a native shrowdnoss which cncblod him 

to sway the poor and unlcttcrcd pcoplc who listonod to him. Most 
of thom rcmcmbercd th race riots of 1919; all of thcm had cx- 
pericncod discrimination and other wrongse Drow Ali wos offore 
ing them prids of racc and dignity.

The Prophet began to 
do a profitable business in various nostrums and charms he 
esoncocted, among them Old Moorish Healing Oil, Moorish 
Purifier Bath Compound, and Moorish Herb Tea for Human Ail- 
mentse 


“More and more ‘Asiatics' flocked to the star and crescent 
standard. They flaunted their fezses on the street and troated 
the white man with undisguisod contempte The Prophet announced 
that each devout Moorish American must carry a card bearing 

his credontials and his rcal (or Asiatic) namo, signod by the 
Prcph-t with his scal. Ofton anough ‘slavc' namos wore trans- 
formed into ‘real’ ones by the simplo addition of ‘El’ or ‘'Boy,' 
these boing titlos signifying ‘foorish dignity. Tho monbership 
card and button, when displayed to Europcans would cenvinco 
them that tho boarcr wos enlightconod and a mombcr of an organi- 
sation to bo foarod and rospcctode 


"To the Prophet this theory of new-fcund independence had been 

a more or less purely ethical or theoretical point, and he had 
net reckoned on its vractical effect among his sealous followers. 
Alarming repcrts of street brawls, threats, insults, and minor 
violence centering around Moorish-Americans were brought to 

his nctice. Lhembers were accosting the white enemy on the

“Recalling the downfall of the militant Abyssinians and con-

"Drew Ali's loadership was soon contestod. In 1929 ho became 
embroiled in a quarrel with Claudo Groon, politician and former 
butler of Julius Rosenwald, who proviously had joined the tomplo. 
Ons day Drew arrivwod at his office to find that jrosnc had movod 
all the furniture outsido and doclerod himsolf Crand Shoik. A 
civil war onsuod, cach faction enlisting support from tcmuplos 

in othcr citicse Gro.no was shot and stabbcd to cdcath in his 
officcs ct the Unity Club on tho night of M.rch 15, 1929.
